invasion occurred, we may venture to say that 
the +lite of Europe would have encountered in 
America an army every way worthy of their 
sworts, and prepared to upbeld and perpetuate 
the heroic fame of America’s old battle day. 
It ploased Providence to permit the beloved 
Washington to live to witness the fruition of hi* 
mighty labors in the cause of his country and 
mankind, while his success in the calm and 
honored pursuits of agricalture and rural affairs 
was grateful to hie beart, and shed the most be- 
niga and happy influences upon the last days at 
Mount Vernon.

As the Japan Expedition has awakened a cer- 
tain degree of curiosity with regard to that Em- 
pire, we insert « passage from Macfarlane, which 
gives some exceedingly curious details : 

“There appoars,”” says Mr. Macfarlane, «to 
be a head councillor of state, with functions and 
powers corresponding to those of the Grand 
Vizier in Turkey. He ts called the ‘Governor 
of the Empire,’ and all the other councillors are 
strictly subordinate to him. No public affeir of 
any consequence can be undertaken without 
him. He transacts the whole ‘business of go- 
veroment; decides upon every measure; sanc- 
tions or reverses every sentence of death, where- 
ever it may be pronounced; appoints to all 
offices and ple; » and sponds with 
all the chief authorities of the Empire. When- 
ever lew or usage is not perfectly clear, he mast 
be consulted befure anything can be done. The 
council, collectively, have the power of dethro- 
ning the lay emperor. When they adopt any 
important resolution, it is laid before the Em- 
peror for his approval. This is usually given as 
a matter of course, without any delay or any in- 
quiry inte the matter. But if, by any extraordi- 
nary accident, he should trouble himself about 
the concerns of his Empire, attempt to examine 
for himself, and then withhold the expected flat, 
the measure is referred to the arbitration of 
three princes of the blood—the nearest kiusmen 
of the mouarch—and their decision is final, and 
very often attended with melancholy and fatal 
consequences. Should their verdict coincide 
with the sentiments of the council, the Lio- 
gun must forthwith abdicate in favor of 
his son, or other legal heir. This despotic 
sovereign, as Europeans have considered him, 
has not, in these cases, the liberty of retracting 
an opiaion. On the other hand, should the 
three arbitrating princes pronounce the moaarch 
to be in the right, and the council in the wrong, 
the consequences are still more serious. The
